Baptized with Fire! 

John the Baptist announces the coming of the Messiah by saying, "He will 
baptize you with the Holy Spirit and fire. " What does it mean to be baptized with 
FIRE? John uses the term "baptize" literally, which means "to immerse." Thus, 
Jesus will immerse us in fire. Biblically, fire is a symbol of God's mighty 
presence. This is a way of describing the inescapable judgment before the Lord 
Jesus. 

John the Baptist was captivated by the nearness and might of Christ. He 
was spellbound by the coming of the mighty Messiah. Do you live with a similar 
awareness? The Baptist awakens within us a renewed sense of the mighty one 
who even now is in our midst and whose Final Coming we await. He says, " Even 
now, the ax lies at the root of the trees. Therefore , every tree that does not produce good 
fruit will be cut down and thrown into the fire." 

"Bear fruit or be cut down and thrown into the fire." To "bear fruit" is to do the 
will of the Father and to act on Jesus' words. The focus is on a lived faith, on the 
hard work of daily living like Christ. Furthermore, this whole-hearted response 
to Christ calls for total submission before him. The Baptist does this when he 
says, " The one coming after me is mightier than I. I am not worthy to carry his sandals." 
Carrying the sandals was the work of a lowly servant. Am I totally obedient to 
Jesus? Am I submissive to his word? 

When I discussed this passage with a few others this week someone said, 
"In general people are numb to the final judgment. A funeral might shock them out of it, 
but it doesn't last." Another person said, "Yet, a lot of families have never been 
introduced to Christianity, so how would they know?" That is true for more and more 
people who have had little or no upbringing in the faith. However, the main way 
that the "unchurched" might learn about Christ and his judgment is through our 
own discipleship. 

Our fidelity as disciples becomes a counter-witness to the lack of faith of 
lapsed Catholics or the unchurched. Recently, an OLBH family told me that 
some unchurched friends of theirs were amazed by how they were surrounded 
by the support by fellow Catholics during a difficult time. They experienced a 
kind of "judgment" which caused them to realize that belonging to Christ is a 
powerful gift. Maybe they were missing something in their lives. Our faithful 
discipleship is meant to cause others to ask, "Why do they obey Christ with such 
devotion?" or "Where do they get such strength in trial?" 

The fiery judgment of Christ is a blessing. It promises the final victory 
over all evil. And it makes our daily lives so much richer. We live with so much 
more purpose with faith in his first coming and with hope in his final coming. 

Yet, Christ's coming demands a response. Either we believe he is the 
Messiah and the Son of God, or we reject him. There is no room to be neutral 
before Christ. We cannot shrug off his coming by saying, 'Well Christ is an 
interesting person in history, but it's not that big of a deal.' Do you live each day with 
a sense of the nearness and might of Christ? He will come to judge the living and 
the dead.
